SAVE THE 
WASTE 


The British embargo on the expor- 


tation of rags and waste, the short- 
age of chemicals and the dearth of 
raw materials from other causes has 
brought about a serious condition in 
the paper industry and in other in- 
dustries. The price of paper has gone 
up considerably, the quality is becom- 


. ing inferior and the paper trade is 


thrown Into a state 
bordering on 


panic. This condition is giving a new 
impetus to a movement for the con- 
servation of waste, and people are be- 
ing urged as never before to utilize 
products that formerly were wasted 
or destroyed. 


In some ways the situation reflects 


that during the Civil war, though the 


^possibilities are more serious in (his 


crisis. In 1S62 the price of 
ordinary 


news paper ran from eight cents a 
pound to seventeen, and in 1S64 news 
paper sold at twenty-eight cents per 
pound, and fine book paper went up 
to 
forty-five 
cents. Chemical wood 


pulp was then unknown, but 
today 


wood pulp is used besides rags, waste 
papers, old books and magazines, etc. 
"Waste paper collections are far short 
o£ what they might be, and now nn 
appeal is going out to the people to 
save their rags and paper, which may 
be sold at a pretty good figure instead 
ot being thrown into waste barrels 
or destroyed by fire. 


The British embargo :md its results 


may call to oyr attention for the first 
time the fact that Europe can yend 
us her -waste and sell it at a profit af- 
ter a long voyage. Yet ihe average 
American city destroys thousands of 
tons of waste annually that could he 
made the raw material for great in- 
dustries. 
We shall have to 
realize 


now that, rags and waste rapor «re ar 
asset and save them instead <>f dump 
ins them into the furnace or the rit\ 
trash barrels. A word to the thrift 
will be sufficient and American mann 
facturers, business leaders and hoiiF" 
wives may see in the sale of ra:rs :ir.< 
old paper a chance to make a lilt;

His policy is close, 


confidential, loyal 
collaboration with

point of view, involving absolute re- 
spect for the religious convictions and 
social customs of the natives. 


During the twelve months of 1914, 


comprising seven months of peace, the 
commerce of the French zone in Moroc- 
co amounted to 126,000.000 francs;

as the problems of war. , 
"I regard these boys^and girls hero 


as the citizens of tomorrow xvho will

that during the Civil war. though th 
possibilities are more serious in thi 
crisis. In 1S6? the price of 
ordinarj 


news paper ran from eight cents 
pound to seventeen, and in 1S64 news 
paper sold at twenty-eight cents per 
pound, and fine book paper went up 
to 
forty-live 
cents. Chemical wood 


pulp was then unknown, but 
today 


wood pulp is used besides rags, waste 
papers, old hooks and magazines, etc. 
Waste paper collections are far short 
of what they mi^ht -be, and now an 
appeal is going out to tho people to 
save their rags and paper, which may 
be sold at a pretty good figure instead 
of being thrown into waste barrels 
or destroyed by fire.
